A Plan for Wheat Price Increase 

The Department of Farm Manage- 
ment of Saskatchewan University 
has offered a scheme to increase the 
price of Canadian wheat. The plan 
provides for an excise tax on do- 
mestic consumption, the amount of 
the tax to be based on the difference 
between $1.25 and the prevailing 
quotation on No. 1 Northern at Ft. 
William, _The estimated revenue 
from the levy is given at $31,500,000. 
This is figured on the basis of 42 
milljon bushels at 75c, the differ- 
ence between $1.25 and an export 
price of 50c at Ft. William. 

It is proposed to distribute the 
proceeds of the tax to all prairie 
farmers through the local municipal 
officers. The basis of distribution 
recommended is the acreage of im- 
proved crop land ,including land 
used for wheat, oats, barley, flax, 
rye, etc., tame hay, excluding per- 
manent pasture and summerfallow. 

It is estimated that the revenue 
would allow about 50 cents per im- 
proved acre or $1.00 per acre of 
wheat. The total improved acreage 
of the three prairie provinces — is 
about 60,000,000—Manitoba 8.5 mil- 
lion’ acres; Saskatchewan 33.5 mil- 
lion acres, and in Alberta 17.8 mil- 
lion acres, : 

A typical farm of 320 acres would 
have about 250 acres of improved 
land and at 50 cents per acre would 
receive $125.00. Taxes on such a 

farm” average in the 
neighborhood of $100, thus current 
taxes could be paid and $26. be avail- 
able to help the farmer with his 
other needs. 

The advantages claimed for the 
Plan are: 1, It is comparatively 
simple; 2. immediately available 
and effective; 3. distributes benefits 
evenly, not according to yieldg of 
the year; 4. does not stimulate 
wheat production or tend to inter- 
fere with farm practices generally 
considered desirable; 5. does not 
interfere with the present marketing 
or merchandising practices; 6. per- 
mits taxeg to be paid; 7. is a temp- 
orary measure not likely to inter- 
fere with th edevelopment of a 
permanent policy; 8. generally re- 
stores confidence; 9. would not 
materially increase living costs. 

It is suggested that the price of 
bread would not necessarily be in- 
creased more than one and a half 
cents per 20 ounce loaf.

GRASSHOPPER OUTBREAK 
IS EXPECTED 


A serious outbreak of grasshoppers | 
ig expected this coming summer, 
since large areas are infested with 
eggs throughout that part of Alber-! 
ta south of Calgary and at two 
points in the north, Fort Vermilion 
and Hay River. These districts were 
troubled last year by the pest. 

AB though the common roadside 
hopper, our customary offender, 
could not do enough damage, it ap- 
pears that his near relative, the les- 
ser migratory grasshopper, hag en- 
tered the cene. Thi fellow compli- 
cates the problem to a large extent 
because he feeds throughout the | 
fields, while the roadside hopper re- 
mains mainly on the borders. 

The government ha considerable 
poison on hand in readiness, and 
will use, besides the white arsenic 
powder poison previously u ed, also 
a new liquid poison, sodium arsen- 
ite. This, they claim, will be safer 
to administer and easier to handle. 
The co ts of poisoning in infested 
districts will be shared by the prov- 
ince and the municipalities.

In éonsequence of an amendment to the Municipal 
Hospitals Act and new rulings by the Hospital Board, 
the following rules will apply from January Ist, 1933: 


1. Any ratepayer whose tax for Hospital purposes does 
not amount to six dollars will be required to pay the 
difference between such tax and the sum of six 
dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th 
day of February in each year, failing which he will 
not be entitled to the dollar per day rate for the 
entire year. 


Any resident non-ratepayer desiring the privilege of 
the ratepayers’ dollar per day rate must pay the sum 
of six dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 
15th day of February in each year. 


Any limited company or partnership which main- 
tains a business within the Hospital District may ap- 
point, in writing, its duly authorized representative 
to receive the ratepayer’s privilege providing its tax 
for Hospital purposes amounts to the sum of six 
dollars or makes up such tax to the sum of six dollars 
to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th day of 
February in each year. ” 
Any person moving into the Hospital District within 
any calendar year may, upon proving three months’ 
residence and upon payment of the fee of six dollars 
within one month thereafter be entitled to the 
dollar a day rate. 


Any person claiming admission as a ratepayer must 
produce his most recent tax notice or his receipt 
from the secretary-treasurer as aforesaid, for in- 
spection; otherwise the Hospital Board reserves the 
right of refusing such person the _ ratepayer’s 
privilege of the dollar a day rate. 


Any person seeking admission as a patient must be 
prepared to pay up to a week’s services in advance. 
The Hospital Board reserves the right to refuse 
admission to any patient failing to comply with 
this rule.
